ORDINANCE DUE 
TO PASS TODAY

He is mentally sick, but the 
laws and the courts do not recog- 

nize him as such. ‘Rarely does he come 
under the legal heading insane.” The 
peychiatrists, steeped in old notions 
about delusions and hallucinations as 
symptoms necessary for a diagnosis of 
insanity, do not recognize the greater 
part of the group ef paychopaths as in- 
sainé, although they agree that they are 
mentally sick. Yet much ef the crime 
and delinquency is the result .of the psy- 
chopathic mental type or group of types. 

Watson, the great authority on be- 

havior, Goes net think inheritance is of 
much consequence in any field. He 
thinks it of least importance in the field 
of behavior. The psychopath is gener- 
ally addicted to markedly abnormal be- 
havior. Watson sams this is the result 
of faulty training. He says the psycho- 
pathic state can be prevented often, if 
not in all cases, by proper training begun 
in childhood. Such training is the field, 
as I understand it, of the Children's 
Foundation, as it is ef a humber of other 
movements. The beginning of any effort 
to properly train children is to under- 
stand them.

Fried Flounder. 


Never in public have I had fried 
flounder, masquerading as sole, that 
tasted. like English sole, nor in the 
least like the flounder I have fried my- 
self. The flounder is a fish of unique 
flavor, but as commonly cooked it is 


just fish and nothing more. Its ex- 
ceptional flavor has been utterly lost. 
For party elegance it is a fish to be 
recommended, but it will not be elegant 


if it is skinned at the market, and then: 


stands sometime before it is cooked. 
The more immediately and tmmacu- 
lately it is prepared the finer it will be. 

It can be cooked deliciously in the 
pan, but his superior perhaps if dipped 
in a frying batter and fried in deep 
fat. For pan frying dip the fillets in 
milk, then in well seasoned flour and 
pan fry them in butter—about five 
minutes to a side. Its peculiar and 
agreeable flavor can be perfectly re- 
tained in this way, and it will provide 
a new sensation for those who have 
never known what flounder can truly 
be. 

To skin a flounder, tators filleting it, 
cut around the head, raise the skin 
with a pointed knife, grasp it firmly, 
ae ane with a cloth to help the grip

and pull it off. Handle so as not to 
hav to wash the flesh part. . 

The flesh of the flounder splits in 
the middle naturally, so it is easy to 
cut through the median line and Iift 
off the fillets on both sides of the cut. 
If it a good sized fish these fillets 
may then be cut diagonally into three 
pieces, or into’ pietes that are easy 
and ‘attractive to manage in the cook- 
ing and just right for serving. ‘They 
may be spread with butter and broiled 
instead of fried. : 

An ancient way of skinning the 
flounder, perhaps as ancient as Rome 
in her glory, was to burn a‘blister near 
the taii of’ the fish on the dark sidé 
of the fish, and then to pull off the 
skin in the opposite direction from the 
tail, but the skin comes off the other 
way.

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Summer Motorist 


by Medical Experts 


Dr. ‘Paul Fitzgerald, associate med- 
ical director of the Prudential Insur- 
ance company, offers the following 
health hints to motor tourists and 
campers: “To know your water sup- 
ply is most essential. Do not drink 
from babbling brooks or from inviting 
wayside springs unless you are sure 
of the source. Water from the old 
oaken bucket that hangs in the well 
near the stable may harbor typhoid 
germs. It is far better to take your 
drinking water with you, even though 
it is not convenient to keep it cool. 
At any rate, water that is not cool 
quenches the thirst more readily. 

“The source of the milk supply 
must be watched as garefully as that 
of the water. Make sure that the 


proper sanitary precautions have 
been. taken before it reaches you.

“Don’t eat overripe fruit. AM fruit 
should be washed carefully before eat- 
ing. All foods should be kept covered 
and not exposed to the summer flies. 

“The matter of camp sanitation 
should receive careful attention, The 
camp site should be left as clean and 
sanitary as when you took it. All 
débris should be collected, and burned, 
and the ashes soaked with water so 
forest fires will not follow. 

“The traveling vacationist will find 
frequent bathing makes for comfort, 
and food digests more readily if not 
eaten when aired, or upset over a flat 
tire that has to be changed.

honor standard. 

Dr. F. E. Clark, founder of the 
Christian Endeavor society, and Mrs. 
Clark rode in a carriage following the 
motorcycle police until they reached 
the reviewing stand. There they 
joined Gov. Walter M. Pierce of Ore- 
gon, Mayor George L. Baker of Port- 
land, Dr. Dan A. Poling, new president 
of Christian Endeavor, and other offi- 


cials, who stood while the marchers’ 


went by. 

The society’s resolutions were adopt- 
ed unanimously without discussion 
and with enthusiasm. 

“We feel that of all the people,” 
they said, “the Christian Endeavorers 
1}0f America have the right to express 
their feelings on this urgent matter 
of peace, because in the world war 
150,000 members of the society went 
overseas to defend this country’s 
honor.” 

“The Christian Endeavorers of 
North America are earnestly in favor 
of strict enforcement of all law, espe- 
Cilally the eighteenth amendment.” 

Resolutions expressing regret at the

society and congratulating him on his 
achievements of forty-four years were 
also adopted.
